TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 
MR.  CHAIRI-IAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I present  herewith  the  report  on  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Bromsgi'ove  for  the  year  19^9  aJid  apologise  for  the  delay. 

The  popiUi.ation  increased  by  kkO  to  39j^^Oo  There  were  fewer  births  and 
a few  more  deaths  th.an  in  1968,  so  the  increase  is  entirely  attributable  to 
people  coming  :_nto  the  district  to  live^ 

Tne  number  of  houses  in  the  district  increased  by  485  to  12,724.  Of 
these  558  v/ere  built  by  the  Council,  162  by  private  enterprise,  while  15 
\;ere  demolished.  This  has  given  a.  good  boost  to  the  standard  of  housing 
v.’ithin  the  District  r 

The  second  stage  of  the  extension  of  the  Sewage  Works  was  completed 
•./ith  consequent  improvement  in  the  quality  of  outflow  from  the  works. 

Refuse  disposal  continued  satisfactorily  with  a weekly  collection 
throughout  the  District,  V/ith  the  number  of  available  and  suitable  pits 
dwindling  it  is  likely  that  the  Coimcil  will  need  to  consider  alternative 
means  of  refuse  disposal,  either  alone  or  jointly  with  adjoining  districts. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  again  decreased  mainly  due  to  a 
fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles.  This  is  probably  the  result  of 
vaccination  against  measles  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  trend  will  continue 
’until  we  arrive  at  the  happy  position  with  diphtheria,  smallpox,  poliomyelitis 
and  tetanus.  It  is  noteworthy  that  there  were  only  five  notifications  of 
whooping  cough. 

Perhaps  these  effects  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  have  led  to  a 
certain  degree  of  complacency  among  the  populace,  for  there  was  a marked 
arid  worrying  fall  in  the  numbers  of  vaccinations  and  immunisations  carried 
out. 


I .must  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  Due  to  their  efforts  and  cooperation  from  the  food  trade  and 
restaurants  the  standard  of  food  hygiene  remains  at  a high  level.  They 
h^ve  also  played  a very  signif j.cant  part  in  improving  the  conditions  under 
which  people  live  and  work.

Zee  district  is  served  by  hospitals  of  a.!!  kinds  either  v-;ithin  the 
district  or  within  comparatively  easy  reach.  Serious  accident  casks  have 
to  be  transported  to  Birmingham  or  Worcester, 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
laboratory  Service  at  the  V/orcester  Royal  Infirmary.  Chemical  analyses  of 
water  etc.  v/ere  done  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Worcester.  I am  grateful 
to  the  I'irectors  of  those  laboratories  for  their  help  and  cooperation, 

Zno  County  Co'oncil  administers  the  Health  Visiting,  Maternity,  Child 
Welfare,  School  Health,  Immunisation,  Dental  Specialist,  Chiropody,  Health 
Education  and  other  services  which  aim  at  the  preservation  of  the  health  of 
he  community,  Ziey  also  took  over  the  administration  of  the  Homo  Help

• I have  pleasure  in  submitting  a report  of  the  vfork  carried 

out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  1969» 

WT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

Dxiring  19^9 ? the  total  throughput  at  the  Public  Slaughter- 
house and  one  private  daughterhouse  shoived  a further  reduction  on 
previous  years,  a total  of  51} 193  animals  being  slaughtered.  Again 
the  l*edu(>tion  occurred  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  v,'here  43}594 
animals  were  slaughtered,  being  over  10,000  less  than  in  1968.  A 
total  of  7} 599  at  the  private  slaughterhouse  was  only  fractionally 
less  than  in  I968,  The  total  figure  at  both  slaughterhouses 
represents  an  average  weekly  ’kill*  of  24?  cattle,  7 calves,  401  sheep 
and  330  pigs. 

The  continued  decline  in  throughput  at  the  Public  Slaughter- 
house is  due  to  the  changing  pattern  of  meat  trading  emd  a shortage 
of  sheep,  v\rhich  alone  account  for  the  19^9  reduction;  and  also 
probably  to  the  nationv/ide  increase  in  the  consumption  of  poultry.

All  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  for  fitness  for 
human  consumption  and  during  the  yecir  approximately  62  tons  of  meat 
was  surrendered  as  unfit.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that  evidence 
of  tuberculosis  was  not  found  in  any  of  the  13,167  bovine  animals 
slaughtered,  and  that  swine  fever  was  absent  in  over  17,000  pigs 
slaughtered.  These  figures  pay  tribute  to  the  governments  erad- 
ication policies  for  these  diseases. 

Twenty  four  post  mortem  specimens  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Worcester  for  either  bacteriological  or 
histological  examination,  and  I again  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
willing  assistance  and  advice  given  by  Dr.  R»  J.  Henderson,  Director 
of  the  Laboratory.  In  addition  to  the  post  mortem  specimens  previously 
mentioned,  routine  rectal  swabs  are  taken  from  pigs  immediately 
following  slaughter  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Cf  95  swabs  examined,  all  v/ere  negative  for  salmonellae  organisms. 

Construction  of  the  new  lairage  and  office  accommodation 
was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  t
